Under the rules controlling the trans- 
portation of the mail, the railroad com- 
pany is compelled to deliver the mail to 
the postoffice if the quarters are located 
within a certain distance of the railroad 
station. The proposed location on 
Essex street would be within such a dis- 
tance, and would thus eliminate the 
expense ,now attached to the trans- 
porting of the mails from the railroad 
station to the present office. The 
growth of the Andover postoffice has 
made it necessary that some increased 
facilities shall be provided and an in- 
spector had reported on the situation, 
the genéral impression being from state- 
ments made semi-officially, that the 
report would be favorable to the pro- 
posed new location. 

To locate the office on the side hill of 
Essex Street, out of the settled business 
section of the town, whatever might be 
the saving incurred and the facilities 
offered, carried a change in this service 
for the people of the town that was not 
at all relished by all of those who be- 
came acquainted with the situation, and 
at once steps were taken to have a more 
complete investigation made that would 
carry some evidence as to what the at- 
titude of the business men themselves 
was in regard to the matter. So care- 
fully had plans been made, it was dis- 
covered that positive action was to be 
taken on Monday, June 28, and the 
time for protest was short. Through 
the influence of Senators Lodge and 
Weeks this time was extended by the 
Washington officials to Wednesday, 
thus offering an opportunity for a pro- 
test to reach the postoffice department 
by that time. Such a protest was pre- 

ared and signed by practically every 

ness man in the town and forwarded 
to Senator Weeks Tuesday, with the 


A result that Wednesday a telegram was 


received from Senator Weeks’s secre- 
tary, announcing that “the Andover 
case had been ordered to a new in- 
spector for fullest investigation.” 

The history as cited above, indicates 
the possibilities contained in ambitious 
real estate schemes that may be de- 
veloped under cover, and may realize 
their desires before the public most 
vitally concerned has any knowledge of 
them. Whether the present location of 
the postoffice is the best possible that 
can be obtained or not will undoubtedly 
be determined by a full and careful 
investigation, but the protest that was 
sent to Washington emphatically stated 
what we believe 99 per cent, of the 
people in the town believe, namely, that 
the location of the postoffice should be 
as near the center of the town as 
possible, and at least somewhere on the 
Main Street of the town. 

There is much more to be considered 
in the location of a great public service 
like this, than the mere saving of the 
few hundred dollars represented each 
year in the carrying of the mails, and 
the government is the last business 
organization which should take advan- 
tage of any situation that represents 
only the dollars and cents involved. 
The mail service is public service in its 
broadest sense.
